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d 0 The SLAVKNBURG BANK'S assets were blocked by the U 0 S 0 
Treasury in March 1952 for financing shipments of 
strategic materials to Communist China 0 There have 
been a number of subsequent reports a3 to the Bank’s 
activities in East-West trade, although Rotterdam has 
also reported that the firm has "in the past cooperated 
in the transshipment investigations and on occasion 
has volunteered information on strategic shipments 0 n 
(Rotterdam D-180, 13 November 1953) 


Rotterdam D-228, 12 January 195k reported an inquiry 
directed to the Chilean Consul General in Rotterdam by 
BOLLING AMD C0 6 regarding the purchase of 6000 tons of 
copper at $877 a long ton, f O o.bo Chilean port. Soiling 
is reported in the despatch to be controlled by 
SLAVENBURG AND HUYSER, a forwarding firm probably closely 
connected with Slavenburg's Bank. Treasury reported in 

lGA-5680, 8 April 195U that SOLIING is controlled by 

the Bank itself c All three firms are on the Commerce 
Special Check Listo

1. CONTINENTAL IMT0RT AND EXTORT CO. N.V., Stadhouderskade 
51, Amsterdam (address given in Admsterdam D~21, 

21 July 1953)* The firm's address is also given as 
Kloveniersburgwal 21, apparently of an earlier date. 


In 1951 the firm participated in the transshipment of 
sulfadiazine of U.S. origin to Hong Kong, presumably 
for China,, Matejovich, as manager, made false statements 
as to the destination of the goods when he filled 
out American export license applications. The consignee 
for one of the two consignments was Nederlandsche 
Handelmaatschappij, the banker for Continental (see 
Amsterdam B- 67 , 28 August 1953 )o 


In mid~1953. Continental acted as intermediary in 
the forwarding of 500 mobile street compressors from 
Vienna via West Germany and the Netherlands to Moscow 
(see USFA Special Biweekly Report #207, 23 October 1953)° 


Bern 1/1*21, 22 October 1953 reported that EXIMP0, Zurich 
a well-known East-West trading firm on the Commerce 
Special Check List had completed preparations for the 
shipment from England, 1 November, of petroleum distillate 
equipment to East Germany via BRASC H AND ROD ENS TEIN 
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and CONTINENTAL IMPORT-EXPORT of Amsterdam,, The 
two firms claimed no knowledge of the shipment 
(Amsterdam T/21, h November 1953)*. Continental 
was also instrumental in diverting 3U8 tons of 
forging press material to the Bloc in 1951® 

Amsterdam 9 s’ OM of lit May 1932 (enclosure to Amsterdam 
D=260 of 3 February 1933) reported that Continental 
had ordered, received and paid for the material 
from WINBGASSEN, Dusseldorf and resold it to GRANQIL 
S*A 0 of Montevideo, Uruguay 0 Continental claimed 
the responsibility for diversion to be GraNGIL 9 a 0 
However, Bern D-1266 of 1 July 1933 quotes from a 
letter written by Continental Import to Eximp o on 
29 May 1931, with regard to the necessity of securing 
a legal contract from Granoil in order to satisfy 
the Germans as to the destination of “machines" 0 
This same despatch cites &INDGASSEN as the German 
middleman for EXIMPOo

D-1266, 1 July 1933, wherein Matejoviych (Me^iofcdeh) 
is reported as the Dutch contact for Eadnp®# A 
number of instances of diversion in which Continental

manager is reported to be a subsidiary or affiliate 
of Continental o Antwerp D-312, 26 February 1932 
describes the role of the firm in the transshipment 
of a press for V-2 rocket parts from Saarbrucken via 
Amsterdam and Antwerp to Rostocke

the material was of U 0 S 0 origin o The Dutch firm is
